If the object in the Atlantic 
depths off Key West is a Rus- 
sian or other alien submarine, 
in cannot be molested in waters 
outside the three-mile limit.

Whatever it is, Navy surface 
and submarine craft have been 
striving since Tuesday to learn 
the nature of the object, picked 
up on sonar equipment near 
Key West. 

The Navy at Washington con- 
firmed that a six-ship anti-sub- 
marine warfare fleet had been 
carrying on the investigation for 


Capt. Sam Loomis, Key West 
naval base chief of staff, said 
the object might be a coral pin- 
nacle or a sunken wreck. He de- 
clined to give the depth of the 
object but said it was great 
enough to hamper diving opera- 
tions. 

Miami television station WTVJ 
said it has been suspected for 
some time that Russian sub- 
marines have been watching mis- 
sile shots at Cape Canaveral.

Shots at News Con- 
ference—Bitter Over 
U.N. Rejection of 
Red Demands. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., May 
28 (AP)—Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei A. Gromyko today 
called the United States an ene- 
my of peace, dedicated to aggra- 
vating world tensions and not to 
be trusted in diplomatic negoti- 
ations. 

In a parting news conference, 
Gromyko was bitter about the 
U.N. Security Council’s rejec- 
tion of his demands that the 
United States be declared an ag- 
gressor for the May 1 spy flight 
over Soviet territory. 

“All that transpired during the 
consideration of the question 
raised by us in the Security 
Council,” he said.—‘‘the state- 
ments of the United States rep- 
resentative as well as the speech 
made by President Eisenhower 
on May 25—confirms the fact 
that the United States Govern- 
ment is an enemy of peace.”’ 

He blamed the partners in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion for blocking Russia’s de- 
mand for U.N. condemnation of 
spy flights and told them: ‘Per- 
haps tomorrow you will take a 
more reasonable stand, having 
convinced yourselves that servi- 
tude to the aggressor will not 
yield political dividends.” 

Blasts Training Exercises. 

Gromyko also blasted the Unit- 
ed States for its plan to send 120 
fighter planes to Southeast Asia 
for training exercises. He said 
“such acts do not bespeak any 
eagerness by the United States 
to contribute to the reduction of 
tension.” 

He was tough both in his pre- 
pared statement and in response

Police Fire Over Heads of Hungry Crowd 
— Bad Weather Hampers 
Relief F lights. 


SANTIAGO, May 28 (AP)— 
Shortages of food and water to- 
day raised the threat of epidem- 
ics in quake-shattered sotithern 
Chile. 

Police fired warning shots 
over the heads of hungry disas- 
ter victims trying to raid emer- 
gency supplies of food set up 
for rationing in Valdivia. 

United States Navy Comdr. 
Robert E. Merchant, who flew 
supplies. to the stricken city, 
said: 

“Even United States military 
men there helping bring in the 
supplies haven’t been eating any- 
thing and can’t drink the water. 
We left them all the sandwiches 
we had.” 

The known death toll in the 
worst-hit areas stood at close to 
3000. Officials said an accurate 
count may not be possible for 
weeks. They predicted the toll 
would rise. 

At Valdivia, a city of 100,000, 
about 40 per cent of the business 
and industrial areas is in ruins. 
Puerto Montt, with a population 
of about 45,000, was also suf- 
fering acute hardships. 

Bad weather in southern Chile 
hampered operations by large 
planes flying in relief.

Cuba Has Nothing to 
Fear, He Asserts 
After Ending of Pro- 


gram Is Announced. 


HAVANA; May 28 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro said 
last night the United States did 
itself moral harm by ordering 
an end to technical assistance to 
Cuba. But he said Cuba had 
nothing to fear from United 
States economic reprisals. 

He told a TV audience the 
United States move was “‘insig- 
nificant.’ 

The United States State De- 
partment announced yesterday 
that President Eisenhower had 
decided to end the economic as- 
sistance program to the Castro 
government in 180 days. The aid 
amounts to about $265,000 an- 
nually. 

“The day after we offered to 
help the Chilean earthquake vic- 
tims we receive notice that the 
United States is withdrawing 
aid,’ Castro said. “It looks as 
if they didn’t like our helping 
Chile.’’ 

Noting that the expiration date 
is within 180 days, Castro said, 
“I don’t know why they are de- 
laying.” 

The aid program to Cuba is a 
small-scale one, involving train- 
ing of Cubans in agriculture and 
civil aviation procedures. 

The State Department said the 
announcement does not affect 
a small amount of military aid 
Cuba is still receiving under an 
old program.

Again Rejects U.S. Plan. 

He declared once more that 
the Soviet Union would shoot 
down any plane that flies over 
Soviet territory without author- 
ization. He also rejected once 
more President Ejisenhower’s 
plan for a U.N. aerial surveil- 
lance system to guard against 
surprise attack. This, he said, 
is just another scheme to gather 
intelligence for the Pentagon. 

Gromyko said the Soviet Union 
would go ahead for the time be- 
ing with the Geneva disarma- 
ment talks, but he accused the 
United States of procrastination 
and declared the Soviet Union 
would bring the whole issue back 


to the U.N. if such alleged stall- | 
ing continues. | 

Asked specifically whether the |

WASHINGTON, May 28—The 
Federal Power Commission yes- 
terday approved a rate settie- 
ment which will result in re- 
funds of more than $1,472,894 
for customers of Laclede Gas 
Co. of St. Louis. 

The settlement provides for a 
reduction in wholesale rates for 
natural gas under which Missis- 
sippi River Fuel Corp., also of 
St. Louis, will make refunds to- 
taling $2,096,400 to Laclede and 
14 other customers in Missouri, 
Illinois and Arkansas. 

The total covers a period from 
Nov. 1, 1958, through last March 
31. Refunds also are to be made 
on rates charged last month, 
but the amount due was not 
computed by the commission. 

Mississippi River Fuel was 
ordered to pay 6 per cent inter- 
est on the refunds. 

Two Applications. 

The action disposes of two ap- 
plications for rate increases by 
Mississippi River Fuel. The 
firm, which operates two pipe- 
lines carrying natural gas to 
the St. Louis area, will receive 
additional annual revenue of $3,- 
844,200, instead of the $6,489,800 
sought by the concern. The new 
rates become effective Aug. 13. 

The commission said the rates 
would furnish Mississippi River 
Fuel with a 614 per cent rate of 
return on its investment.

Since 
Nov. 1, 1958, when the FPC al- 
lowed higher rates to go into ef- 
fect pending a final decision, the 
firm’s rate of return has been 
744 per cent. If the second rate 
increase applied for had been 
allowed, the return would have 
risen to 8 per cent, it was set out 
by FPC, 

Other Mississippi River Fuel 
customers who will receive large 
refunds, and the amount of pay- 
ment, are Illinois Power Co., 
$263,316; Missouri Natural Gas 
Co., $108,003; Mid-South Gas Co., 
$103,000, and Union Electric Co., 
$44,996. 

Smaller refunds include $10,294 
for St. Charles (Mo.) Gas Co., 
$3051 for the city of Dupo, IIl., 
and $1306 for Chester, IIl. 

Amounts in Cases. 

The first of the two rate cases 
in the settlement involved a re- 
quested $4,097,000 annual in- 
crease. The second case involved 
a rate increase request of about 
$2,392,800 a year. 

Mississippi River Fuel is to 
pass on to its customers pro- 
portionate shares of any re- 
funds it may receive later from 
suppliers, adjusting its rates ac- 
cordingly. 

When Mississippi River Fuel 
put higher wholesale rates into 
effect in 1958,.

Fair Trade’s Case 
Your recent editorial—‘‘A Billion 
Consumers Won't Pay’ — contains 
insupportable conclusions about fair 
trade. 


We hold that Department of Jus- 
tice surveys notwithstanding, there 
is no scientific evidence to suggest 
that fair trade would cost the Amer- 
ican consumer a penny. 


We grant that without fair trade 
it is possible, as the Department 
of Justice scouts showed, for some 
shoppers to buy some items cheaper 
on some occasions. But even in the 
non-fair-trade areas, shoppers in 
the aggregate pay substantially the 
same prices, in the long run, as 
shoppers in fair-trade communities. 

This is hardly surprising. Every 
retailer—like every other business 
man—averages out all his prices to 
produce the profit he needs to stay 
in business. 


Every price in a store—like atoms 
in nuclear fission—starts a chain 
reaction which affects all its other 
prices. 


The retailer who advertises big 
savings on best-seller brands prices 
his other goods high enough to put 
the customers’ savings back into 
his own cash register. 


You can be sure that the one 
third of the United States popula- 
tion which lives. in non-fair-trade 
communities is not enjoying any 
special ‘‘bargain paradise;”’ if they 
were, all the other states would long 
since have repealed their fair-trade 
statutes. 


Fair trade does not ‘“‘cramp the 
area of choice for those who buy 
and those who sell at retail.’” Actu- 
ally, fair trade is permissive legisla- 
tion for all concerned. 

Everybody decides for himself 
whether or not to accept fair trade. 
The manufacturer decides that he 
will, or will not, fair-trade his 
trade-marked product. 


No retailer is required to sell at 
the manufacturer’s fair trade price 
unless (1) the manufacturer has 
notified him that he is fair trading, 
and, then, (2) knowing this, the re- 
tailer nevertheless decides to sell 
the manufacturer’s fair - traded 
brand. 


Finally the shopper makes the 
biggest decision of all, which she 
makes every time she chooses from 
among competing fair-traded and 
non-fair traded brands.

Report on a Small Loan

by the bank that the cost would be 
prohibitive to borrow $3000 on real 
estate. The banker explained to us 
that. it was much less expensive 
and easier to borrow on our car 
at a straight 5 per cent interest. 


At the time we made this loan I 
very carefully questioned the bank- 
er as to whether we could pay this 
off without penalty before the two 
years were up and was told that we 
could. May was the sixth month 
so | went in and paid the loan in 
full. 

When I woke up, I found I had 
paid over $155 for using this money 
six months. I[ thought surely an 
error had been made, but when I 
questioned this I was told they were 
within the law to charge most of 
the interest for the first months.

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Wasting People 


Discriminating against workers on account 
of age would be made an unfair labor prac- 
tice under a bill introduced in Congress by 
Representative Wolf of lowa. This is one of 
a growing number of evidences that, like ad- 
verse discrimination in work opportunities on 
account of race, religion or sex, the penalizing 
of workers because of their age is an injustice 
which our industrial society is going to have 
to come to grips with, or suffer undesirable 
consequences. 

One of those consequences would be to 
hobble the economic growth of the country by 
forfeiting the productive capacity of a major 
reservoir of labor and scarce skills. Ameri- 
cans over 65 already number some 15,000,000, 
and the total work force adversely affected by 
age prejudices is much larger than that, for 
the discrimination begins to take its wasteful 
toll as early as the age of 30. Changing popu- 
lation patterns, meanwhile, are bringing an 
increase in the number of older workers, so 
much so that the trade publication Industrial 
Relations News declares: “Employers who do 
not abandon policies against workers because 
of their age may have real trouble in finding 
enough workers in the decade ahead.” 

« + * 


Are there rational justifications for the age 
prejudice? Repeated studies have shown 
that there are not, that the older worker is in 
fact superior to the younger worker in many 
of the respects in which he is charged with 
being inferior. They show that his produc- 
tion is equal or superior, that he turns out 
finer work with fewer mistakes, that he is 
flexible and imaginative and gets along with 
younger men as well as anyone else, that 
rates of absenteeism, turnover, accidents and 
illness are lower than among the younger 
workers. As for the cost of group insurance 
and pensions, a committee of 19 pension and 
insurance experts found that increased insur- 
ance cost was minuscule and increased pen- 
sion cost nonexistent, since pensions are paid 
by the hour worked or the dollar earned 
anyhow. 

In specialized skills. especially, some re- 
markable demonstrations of usefulness past 
65 are being performed. The United Nations 
has notably—-and successfully—experimented 
with the recall of specialists from retirement 
for its overseas technical assistance program 
—engineers, medical and farming specialists 
and financial and industrial experts. So has 
the World Health Organization.

Blue-collar as well as white-collar workers 
are deeply affected by the problem, which 
in their case is closely linked to the rapid 
mechanization of industry and the technologi- 
cal revolution in agriculture. These factors 
work for a relative decline in employment 
opportunities which must be offset by na- 
tional policy. A more rapid expansion rate 
for the economy, one that will provide work 
for all who want to work, is clearly called for. 

In private industry, 25 per cent of the 
major corporations examined in a survey have 
replaced the retire-at-65 ukase with flexible 
retirement policies and a second 25 per cent 
report making frequent exceptions to the rule. 
In terms of human values, where work op- 
portunity reaches its ultimate meaning, this 
is progress which, though slow and small, is 
not to be sneezed at. Walter Deane Fuller, 
former chairman of tke board of the Curtis 
Publishing Co., who since retiring at 75 has 
helped 300 retirees get jobs, describes those 
human stakes as well as we expect to hear 
them described when he says: “It is sheer 
mental and moral suicide to force a man with 
a keen mind, alert faculties and a fine record 
of achievement to sit on the sidelines and 
watch the world go by.” 


‘Rebellion’ in North County 


The “rebellion” by some members of the 
North County Municipal Police Association 
could lead to closer working relationships be- 
tween the association.and the County Police 
Department. This is an objective that is very 
much in the public interest. The county 
needs improved police protection at minimum 
cost, but it won't get it until the municipal 
forces and the County Department are much 
more closely integrated. 

In the long run the county will have to 
adopt some such system as that suggested by 
the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. Under 
this proposal the County Department would 
be financed by a special county-wide tax, 
with rebates going to those communities that 
maintain departments meeting minimum 
standards. 

Jennings Chief Obertz and those municipal 
chiefs who follow his lead in attempting to 
knife the county department at every oppor- 
tunity would do their own jobs better and 
save money for their taxpayers if they would 
support the principle of integrated police, as 
spelled out in the Survey’s plan. And that 
might bring an end to the rebellion in the 
North County Association. 


Wilted Dreams of Ivy 


This is a season of disappointment for many 
an ambitious pupil and proud parent. The 
eight so-called Ivy League colleges have 
passed judgment on their applicants for ad- 
mission. Out of 39,100, they have accepted 
8545, as many as they can accommodate. 

There may be heartbreak also among some 
applicants to Amherst, Williams, Oberlin, 
Swarthmore and other small “prestige” col- 
leges. On the whole, colleges in this category 
probably have caused less frustration, if only 
because there are more of them than some of 
the name-addicted are aware of. 

Nevertheless, since about 900,000 freshmen 
will flock to college in the fall, the state uni- 
versities, not to mention such institutions as 
Washington and St. Louis universities, will 
have sizeable complements of beginners. 

These students will not receive a second- 
rate education simply because the school 
they attend lacks the national reputation of 
some big eastern colleges. If young men and 
women really want a sound and useful educa- 
tion they can obtain it at institutions in any 
part of the country. It is true that a Har- 
vard or Yale degree, for example, may be 
advantageous in later life. These schools 
have high standards. But standards are being 
raised generally and there are many more 
career opportunities than can be seized by 
graduates of eastern colleges. 

The better state universities—Wisconsin is 
a good example—now are in the position in 
which the Ivy League colleges were a genera- 
tion or two ago when students could study 
intensively or settle for “a gentleman’s C.” 
The well-motivated state university student 
can get a good education while others run with 


the fraternity and football crowd which re- 
gards the campus as a fashionable club 
in which membership can be maintained 
by passing “snap” courses. Educators, stu- 


dents, parents and taxpayers should ask them- 


selves whether the latter is tolerable. 

Meanwhile prospective students would be 
well advised to look more closely at our col- 
leges, never judging either by mere bigness 
or smallness. Benefactors should give more 
thought—and more money—to colleges other 
than those in the prestige group. And the 
state universities should consider whether it 
is really their business to accommodate others 
than those willing to work for the best possi- 
ble education. 


Turkish Boomerang 


The military leaders who have taken over 
the Turkish government promise that they 
will hold power only until “free and honest 
elections” can be held, and that they will then 
surrender authority to the victors. We hope 
this comes about, and promptly, but it is only 
realistic to note that military dictatorships do 
not easily give up to civilian control. Two 
other big Moslem states, Indonesia and 
Pakistan, have sought stability in military 
domination. 

There is a good deal of irony, and perhaps 
a lesson, in the downfall of Prime Minister 
Menderes. The Prime Minister and his ruling 
Democrat party came to power 10 years ago 
in Turkey’s first free two-party election. Men- 
deres and his associates won on a platform 
opposing the same restrictive measures against 
the press and the political opposition that 
they re-instituted in 1955 when Turkey drifted 
into serious economic difficulty. Menderes’s 
new laws were, in fact, even more harsh than 
those he abolished. Economic conditions im- 
proved but the laws were not softened. 

A month ago Turkish students, taking a cue 
from their Korea counterparts who brought 
down President Syngman Rhee, began a series 
of demonstrations protesting the application 
of these laws. On taking over the nation 
Friday the armed forces group said it acted 
to avert “national fratricide” and “because 
of the crisis through which democracy in 
Turkey is passing.” The bloodless military 
coup was apparently the objective sought by 
Menderes’s political foes. 

There is no reason to think that Turkey, the 
West’s anchor in the Middle East, will effect 
any changes in its foreign policy because of 
the coup. Yet the loss of a democratically- 
elected government is a real loss in the strug- 
gle against totalitarian Communism, and the 
West will benefit by an early restoration of 
democratic forms in Turkey. 


Getting On With It 


While the world is hearing a good deal of 
U-2s, bugged eagles and fallen peace hopes, 
a calming fact is that the United States and 
Russia are continuing reasonable relations in 
several important fields. Hence the small- 
nation resolution of the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil, urging resumed peace talks, makes more 
sense than most of the oratory. 

One of the latest explanations for the fail- 
ure of the summit conference comes from 
Secretary of State Herter, who was the first 
witness for the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee’s new inquiry. Mr. Herter discussed 
Premier Khrushchev’s disruption of the Paris 
meeting without reference to any errors by 
the Administration which might have con- 
tributed to the wrecking job. But in the end 
Mr. Herter emphasized “our readiness to get 
on with outstanding international business in 
a sober and rational manner.” 

Such an appeal had come before this from 
President Eisenhower, from leaders of both 
parties, from George F. Kennan, from officials 
of Allied powers and from the small nations 
in the United Nations. Even Premier Khrush- 
chev has not disavowed the continuance of 
normal relations. In any case the evidence 
is that American-Russian diplomacy is con- 
tinuing on a practical basis. 

One bit of evidence is the resumption, with- 
out mention of the U-2 spy case, of East-West 
discussions on barring nuclear bomb tests. 
The summit explosion almost obscured the 
progress of these talks farther down the diplo- 
matic hill. A second piece of evidence is the 
expanded cultural exchange in which the 
United States and Russia are now trading 
visits by physicists, physicians, musicians and 
actors. Finally, there was the relatively 
speedy release by Russia of the American 
C-47 cargo plane which strayed into Commu- 
nist East Germany last week. 

The world is indeed getting on, as Secretary 
Herter urged, with some of its international 
business, if not with all of it, or enéugh of it. 
The fact should not be hidden in the midst 
of recriminations and propaganda. 


Veneer for Slums 


Subsidized, low-rental housing has been a 
disappointment in many cities because occu- 
pancy is regarded as emergency relief rather 
than as a long-range improvement. Tenants 
are in the lowest income bracket, those with 
the most problems for themselves and others. 
As soon as they better their situation, they 
must move along. 

Mayor Tucker had this in mind when, speak- 
ing in Washington as president of the Ameri- 
can Municipal Association, he pointed out not 
only that the cities need at least $500,000,000 
more than is available this year for housing 
construction, but also that the Government 
ought to provide more money for welfare 
services for public housing families. 


He urged a relaxation of the rules limiting 
incomes, As they stand, the permissible maxi- 
mums are not high enough to enable tenants 
to find equally good private housing. Also, 
if there were less turn-over, tenants might 
not regard their apartments as merely tem- 
popary stopping places for whose maintenance 
they assume little responsibility. The Mayor 
backed the Relocation Assistance bill which 
would help to provide decent housing for 
those whose incomes are not quite low enough 
to qualify for public housing. The bill would 
provide loans to non-profit organizations for 
construction for these families trapped in the 
no-man’s land between adequate public and 
adequate private housing. 

Federal help along these lines would go far 
to make housing projects more than a veneer 
for slums. It would end the anomaly of pun- 
ishing a family’s economic progress by con- 
demning it-to poorer housing. It would cre- 
ate a feeling of permanence and of pride, and 
this would help to reduce the social problems, 
including crime, which afflict low-income 
transients. Until such steps are taken, the 
nation has merely started its campaign to 
eliminate slums.

In Missouri and Elsewhere, He May Be Made to Post Bond or Go to Jail for No Crime at All

To witness the commission of a 
crime may be more fraught with un- 
pleasant results than to commit the 
crime. 


On May 28, 1954, Luther L. Brown 
was charged, in the Circuit Court of 
Camden county, with first degree mur- 
der. On the same day Louis Cook, a 
transient farm worker who had wit- 
nessed the killing, was placed under 
a $3060 bond to guarantee his appear- 
ance at the preliminary hearing on

defendant was 
bound over to the circuit court and 
Cook was recommitted to jail under 
the same bond. The defendant was 
also committed to jail and remained 
there until the trial, which began on 
July 1, but he did so only because he 
feared reprisals from the family of 
the deceased. He could, by making 
bond, have been at large from the day 
of his arrest until his acquittal on 
July 3. 


Brown was charged with the greatest 
crime which can be committed under 
the laws of Missouri; Cook was not 
charged with any crime whatever. Yet, 
but for the somewhat unusual circum- 
stance of Brown’s fear, he need not 
have spent a single hour in jail because 
he had sufficient money and property 
to meet the required bond, whereas 
Cook, penniless and friendless, could 
not have made any bond whatever,

Between Book Ends 


ADOLPHE and THE RED NOTE. 
BOOK, by Benjamin Constant. Trans- 
lated by Carl Wildman. Introduction 
by Harold Nicolson, (Bobbs-Merrill, 
252 pgs., $4.) 


These two intensely personal pieces 
of autobiographical writing—the first 
in the form of a novel, the second an 
account of the author’s education and 
youthful travels—merit this new edi- 
tion both as works of art and as his- 
torical documents. 


Benjamin Constant, French liberal 
and man of letters at the turn of the 
eighteenth century, wrote ‘‘Adolphe’’ 
out of the torment of his tempestuous 
liaison with Madame de Stael. It de- 
scribes in ruthlessly analytical fashion 
a love affair gone sour and of the 
irresolution that paralyzed the strong- 
est desire to break it off. Readers who 
enjoyed J, Christopher Herold’s recent 
fine biography of Madame de Stael— 
“Mistress ‘to an Age’’—will want to 
read Constarit’s thinly disguised fic- 
tional treatment of two people who 
couldn't get along with each other and 
who couldn’t get along without each 
other. 


In its portrayal of the psychology of 
love, hate and self-pity, Constant’s 
“Adolphe” approaches the best pages

Holding the material witness in jail 
in the Camden county case-was wholly 
legal. It was made so by Section 
544.420 of the Revised Statutes of Mis- 
souri, first enacted in 1889.

Failure of a witness to comply with 
the above section brings him within 
the purview of Section 544.440 which 
reads: “If any witness so required to 
enter into a recognizance refuse to 
comply with such: order, the magis- 
or her to 
prison until he or she comply with 
such order or be otherwise discharged 
according to law.”’ 


It will be noted that the above sec- 


_tion refers to witnesses who “refuse” 


to enter into a bond. The section ap- 
plies equally to those unfortunates 
who are unable to do so.

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In the light of the above situation it 
is easy to visualize the danger which 
we, as potential witnesses, incur every 
day of our lives in this great free 
State of Missouri. And throughout the 
United States the same condition pre- 
vails. 

A few years ago there occurred in 
New York City the so-called Murgen- 
thaler case. A group of criminals 
stole approximately $750,000. The first 
man who was arrested in connection 
with the crime received a vast amount 
of publicity and was held in bail for 
$100,000. 

This man was not charged with 
the commission of any crime whatever. 
He was merely a material witness. 
Subsequently a number of persons ar- 
rested and charged with the actual 
crime were held on $20,000 bail. 

Within the past decade one Krysnom- 
ek, a Polish immigrant, complained 
to police in. Brooklyn that he had been 
robbed. He was forthwith cast into 
jail and held as a material witness on 
a $5000 bail bond which he could not 
begin to make. This perfectly legal 
action by the law enforcement officials 
cast him into such a state of despond- 
ency that he committed suicide. 

It is obvious that a person of finan- 
cial means is less likely to suffer the 
severe penalties of the law applicable 
to material witnesses than a poor per- 
son, but even they are not immune to 
this particular peril because the per- 
sons who could make bail bond in 
sums ranging from $50,000 to $100,000 
are not, comparatively, numerous. 

To see or hear no evil is the surest 
way to keep evil from coming to one’s 
self in the capacity of a material wit- 
ness, for to him who sees too much 
the path from freedom to a prison 
cell may be swift. If so, it is certain 
to be highly inconvenient and un- 
pleasant.

What Dr. Schweitzer is to Africans 
and Dr. Dooley is to Laotians, Dr. H. 
Eric Mautner was to the jungle folk of 
central Bolivia. Now a New York 
physician, Dr. Mautner spent a num- 
ber of years practicing medicine deep 
in the Bolivian jungle and his story of 
these years is recorded in this book. 


Basically unprepared for the primi- 
tive and remote life he must lead, Dr. 
Mautner goes through a series of rath- 
er amazing adventures in his efforts 
to bring modern medical practices to 
a primitive people. A sensitive intel- 
lectual, he does his best to minister 
to the people as surgeon, obstetrician, 
dentist and as a sort of medical jack- 
of-all-trades. He meets opposition, 
especially from the curanderos, quack 
doctors, who put the curse of death 
on him.” The course he follows is not 
a particularly happy one, but he does 
eventually win the confidence and 
friendship of the Indians—to whom he 
brings the promise of modern life. 

“Doctor in Bolivia,”” moreover, tells 
something of the clash of modern ideas 
with primitive methods.

PORTRUSH, Northern Ireland, 
May 28 (UPI) — Ireland’s Joe 
Carr became the first golfer in 
modern history to win the Brit- 
ish Amateur championship three 
times when he overwhelmed Bob 
Cochran of St. Louis, 8 to 7, 
today in the final. 

It was the most lop-sided score 
in the final of this tournament 
since 1934 when Lawson Little of 
the United States whipped Brit- 
ain’s James Wallace, 14 and 13, 
at Prestwick, Scotland. 

Cochran, a 47-year-old paper 
salesman who has never won a 
major tournament, had surprised 
the golfing world by battling his 
way to the title match. 

But the lanky Missourian was 
no match for Carr, who lost only 
one hole in breezing to a 6-up 
lead midway in the scheduled 
36-hole round and then closed 
out the match on the 29th green 
when the hole was halved.

but Cochran postponed his elim- 
ination by winning the 27th and 
28th. He won just three holes | 
in the entire match. 

Only two other men in the 75- 
year history of the British Am- 
ateur won the title more than 
two times. John Ball captured 
it eight times between 1888 and 
1912. H. H. Hilton won it four 
times between 1900 and 1913. 

Cochran had shown amazing 
stamina in his earlier tours over 
the rugged, 6842-yard Royal | 
Portrush course but wilted badly | 
today under a blazing sun. 

Carr, 10 years younger than | 
his opponent, was as hot as the 
weather during the morning 18. 
The Dublin haberdasher was | 
strong off the tee, consistently | 
outdriving his rival, as he posted | 
a four-under-par 68. 


Cochran got off to another bad | 


start after lunch, losing the | 
nineteenth and twenty-second | 
holes to trail by eight. The gray- 
haired American lost the twenty- | 
third when he three -putted, 
halved the twenty-fourth, and 
then Carr went 10-up by sinking 
a 14-foot putt on the next hole. 

Now even the Irish fans were 
cheering for Cochran and he re- 
sponded by winning the twenty- 
seventh with a 24-foot birdie 
putt.

Khrushchev got a_ standing 
ovation when he said it was 
not his obligation to call on 
Mr. Eisenhower in Paris but 
rather the President’s duty to 
come see him because “his was 
the nation that violated good 
relations.”’ 

“T must say,”’ Khrushchev add- 
ed, ‘‘that I still believe that the 
President wants peace. But, it 
appears that the President’s 
good intentions is one thing and 
the foreign policy of the Ameri- 
can government is another.” 

The Soviet Premier said 
“looming” behind the back of 
the American President are ‘‘peo- 
ple who hamper the« realization 
of. peaceful intentions.” 

The Soviet leader declared it 
seems a struggle has developed 
around the future direction of 
American policy and this strug- 
gle was manifesting itself in 
many spheres. 

He charged Secretary of State 
Christian A. Herter, Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon and Un- 
der Secretary of State C. Doug- 
las Dillon of making ‘“‘provoca- 
tive speeches’ just before the 
Paris summit conference.

HELD FIT TO PRINT 
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WASHINGTON, May 28 (UPI) 
—The Federal Trade Commis- 


sion says newspaper slogans are 
not “‘misrepresentations” meant 
to deceive the public. 

FTC Chairman Earl W. Kinter 
wrote in a letter to Representa- 
tive Wright Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, published in the Congres- 
sional Record yesterday, that 
such slogans were “matters of 
personal opinion and taste.” 

Patman had complained to 
the agency specifically about 
the New York Times motto “All 
the news that’s fit to print.” He 
charged the Times ‘‘certainly 
does not print all the news and 
rarely prints all the important 
news” about Washington. 

Patman demanded an FTC in- 
vestigation of whether the Times 
was deceiving the public with 
“false and misleading adver- 
tising’’ through its slogan. 

Kinter replied that in the ab- 
sence of “any apparent objec- 
tive standards by which to meas- 
ure whether ‘news’ is or is not 
‘fit to print,’” his agency has 
sought to avoid restraints on the 
Times or other periodicals,

Khrushchey said Nixon had 
called for a Soviet apology for 
wrecking the summit talks. The 
Premier added that the Soviet 
reply should be the same as that 
which Zaporozho Cossacks gave 
a Turkish sultan. 


“IT cannot say it literally,’” 
Khrushchev told his audience, 
“but more delicately it would 
sound like this: What the devil 
kind of a sultan are you if you 
can’t kill a hedgehog with your 
bare bottom?” 


Khrushchev said the “real in- 
tentions’”” of the United States 
rulers became clear after a 
couple of gross military provoca- 
tions—especially the May day 
spy-flight over Russia. 


“In addition to everything else, 
their purpose was to insult the 
Soviet Union, to strike a blow at 
the Soviet Union’s prestige,” he 
declared. 


“We gave serious thought to 
the situation, and yet decided 
not to undertake anything that 
could prevent the President of 
the United States from getting 
out of the absurd situation in 
which he had found himself.’ 

But, Khrushchev added, Mr. 
Eisenhower ‘“‘did not avail him- 
self of this opportunity and said 
that the spy flights had been ap- 
proved by him and made with 
his sanction. 


Questions Standards. 


“The question imposed: Whom 
did we have to deal with, any- 
way? What sort of a state is 
this United States which, living 
with other states, refuses to 
abide by the universally accepted 
international standards? Only an 
aggressive state can openly dis- 
regard all standards of conduct 
with regard to other countries 
and be unwilling to develop nor- 
mal relations with them. 


“It was then that we realized 
that the purpose of the aggres- 
sive actions of the United States 
was to torpedo the approaching 
meetings of the heads of govern- 
ment.”’ 


Khrushchev claimed the Soviet 
Union had ‘‘gone. to the summit 
with an open heart—knowing the 
hopes reposed in it by the peo- 
ples of all countries.” 

In referring to President Eisen- 
hower’s statement that ‘‘busi- 
nesslike relations’? should be 
maintained between the Soviet 
Union and the United States, 
Khrushchev said this could have 
“a positive influence if the 
Americans really meant to take 
a positive course toward peace- 
ful coexistence. 


But, he added, United States 
imperialist circles had clearly 
shown they did not want peace- 
ful coexistence and competition 
with the Soviet Union “‘because 
they were afraid of Soviet prog- 
ress.” 


Camp David Talks. 


Khrushchev said he had in- 
tended to raise the matter of 
spy flights with Mr. Eisenhower 
at the Camp David talks which 
had been conducted in an at- 
mosphere of friendliness. But he 
had not done so because he 
lacked ‘‘any material proof.” 


“One can only say as the old 
Russian saying had it: ‘Deliver 
me, Lord, from my friends and 
I shall deal with my enemies 
myself.’ ” 


The Soviet leader again de- 
scribed the United States Gov- 
ernment’s new initiative for an 
‘open skies’”’ plan of aerial re- 
connaissance as an attempt to 
“legalize its espionage.” 

Khrushchev said after 
Kremlin found out some years 
ago that the U-2 flights were 
going on ‘“‘The Soviet govern- 
ment gave the task to Soviet 
scientists and engineers to pre- 
pare the means for downing such 
planes. They created a remark- 
able rocket. And the American 
military gave us an opportunity 
to demonstrate this remarkable 
rocket. Permit me on behalf of 
the Soviet government and the 
Central Committee of the Com- 
munist party to express grati- 
tude to all the scientists, engi- 
neers and workers who partici- 
pated in the creation of the 
rocket.” 

United States Charge d’ Affaires 
Edward L. Freers did not attend 
the session at which Khrushchev 
spoke. He told reporters he 
wanted to avoid the possibility 
of having to walk out if the 
President were directly attacked.

Freezing Water 


By Ramon Coffman 


WHAT we might call ‘‘the 
mystery of freezing water” has 


| been brought up in a letter from 


Dale Eddolls. 


He writes: 
“We have been studying ex- 


| pansion and contraction in school 


and there is one question in 
particular that puzzles me. Per- 
haps you can solve my problem. 

‘When water is cooled from 
39 degrees Fahrenheit to 32 de- 
grees, it expands. Most liquids 
contract when they are cooled 
to the freezing point. 

“The molecules of a solid are 
supposed to be closer together 
than in a liquid. If so, what 
happens to water?” 


Dale is correct when he says 
that water expands when the 
temperature sinks to the freez- 
ing point. It is little wonder 
that he feels puzzled about this, 
since most materials contract 
when they go dawn in tempera- 
ture. 


LAUGH IT OFF 


“The doctor wants to know if 
that medicine helped you. He’s 
caught the same thing.” 


A piece of solid iron or steel 
will shrink a bit when the ther- 
mometer falls. People who lay 
steel rails to make tracks for 
trains allow for such changes. 
A rail increases in length in hot 
weather, and loses length in cold 
weather. 

If laid down on a cool day, 
with the ends pressing together, 
the rails would expand when 
the weather grew warm. The 
expansion would become so 
strong that the rails would bend, 
and might cause a train to run 
off the tracks. 

Freezing water seems to break 
a law of nature, but the word 
“seems”? must be remembered. 
A cake of ice will float on water, 
but there is a reason. 

The molecules in liquids ar- 
range themselves in crystal 
forms when freezing takes place. 
The crystal structure differs 
according to the liquid. 

Tiny spaces inside ice take 
up more room than the spaces 
in most other frozen liquids. To 
a large extent the molecules in 
the frozen water are closer to- 
gether, but the tiny spaces make 
“‘gaps.”’
